THE GOVERNMENT DRYDOCK 
POLICY. 

If in the cofferdam controversy we 
had left unsaid a word the utterance of 
which would cause the Government to 
pause in their breakneck career, we 
would utter it. If there remained un- 
asaailed or unearned an argumentative 
fortress or breastwork behind which 
the Government had taken shelter, 
we would undertake to carry it. If 
wo entertained the slightest hope of 
bringing the James Bay magnates to a 
realization of the abyss to the brink of 
which they have dragged the country, 
wo would not hesitate to continue the 
controversy. But there exists not the 
slightest hopo of inducing the Govern- 
ment to listen to reason. Like a 
runaway team they heed neither lash 
nor choke-bit, and laugh to scorn 
the brakes that a calm and reflective 
public opinion would place on the 
wheels. Thoy have broken through 
all restraint. They have cast to the 
winds every obligation and pledge 
made to the constituencies. They have 
incurred liabilities of a magnitude that 
severely strain the resources of the 
country to meet, and are incurring 
other heavy liabilities. Up to the 31st 
of December two hundred and eight 
thousand dollars had been expended on 
drydock account, and what is there to 
show for it? Piles of cement which 
the resident engineer has advised the 
Government to get rid of as quickly as 
possible ; fifty thousand dollars' worth 
of imported machinery that might have 
been better and cheaper made in this 
country 5 and (to quote the A ttorney- 
General) a "half-built cofferdam so 
worm-eaten that it will fall to pieces as 
soon as the water has been pumped out 
of it." Such is the condition of affairs 
at Esquimalt to-day. What will be 
the state of affairs twelve or fifteen 
months tience ? The cofferdam may be 
finished in the course of a few weeks, 
and, in spite of the Attorney -General's 
gloomy prediction, may "hold water." 
But will not a sum equivalent to the 
BUbsidy expected from the Canadian 
Government have been swallowed up 
in the construction of the dam, leaving 
not a penny for the main work ? Anci 
if such should be the offshoot of all this 
bungling, what prospect would there 
be of securing a drydock ] As we un- 
derstand the question there was a high- 
er and nobler object sought by the 
projectors of the drydock scheme than 
that which involves an expenditure of 
money in construction. That object 
was to secure a drydock to which dis- 
abled vessels might resort for repair, 
and where the largest of Her Majesty's 
ships might be clocked and refitted 
when required, and not compelled, aa 
they are now, to go home to effect 
repairs that are sometimes ot 
a trifling character yet detract 
from the efficiency of a man- 
of-war. The amount of good that 
the existence of a well-equipped grav- 
ing dock at Esquimalt would exert 
upon the two communities of Esquimalt 
and Victoria cannot be measured by 
the expsnditure of money consumed in 
its construction; and it would be a 
great disappointment as well as a pecu- 
niary loss to the country if work on the 
dock were to stop half-way and the en- 
tire scheme result in failure. It was to 
preclude even the possibility of a con- 
tingency so disastrous that we urged 
this Government in 187-i to ask the 
Imperial or Canadian Government, or 
both, to assume the responsibility of 
constructing the clock. In 1877 we 
urged similar views on the Elliott Gov- 
ernment. They were strongly endors- 
ed by Rear Admiral DeHoRSEY, and 
an offer of the cofferdam, dock site, 
cement and machinery was made 
to the Imperial Government in an 
able, exhaustive and .statesmanlike 
dispatch. The local Parliament unani- 
mously endorsed the action of the 
Government, and to the present 
moment we have never heard a single 
objection urged to it. All are agreed 
that if the Governments we have indi- 
cated would build and equip the dock- 
it would be a good thing for the coun- 
try. This Government appeared to 
think so when they took ollice, and for 
a time the country entertained a hope 
that they would urge on the Federal 
and Home Governments the importance 
of assuming the responsibility. Hut, 
alas! the hope proved delusive. So far 
as we can learn no effort has been put 
forth by Walkem ifc Co. to secure Im- 
perial or Federal co-operation. A Cana- 
dian paper says the project fell through 
because of the change of Ministry here. 
The Provinco is, therefore, brought 
face to face with tremendous financial 
obligations already incurred and to be 
incurred should the present Govern- 
ment remain in power another year. 
A gooduatured and very gullible friend 
buttonholed us tho other day with the 
information that after the completion 
of the cofferdam there would still re- 
main the united subsidies of $500,000 
from the Canadian and Imperial Gov- 
ernments untouched. He had not dis- 
covered that tho Canadian subsidy of 
$250,000 is ulready gone — swallowed 
up in the cofferdam — before a stone of 
the drydock has been laid or a contract 
let. 

But cui bono! Public opinion has 
been brought to bear on tho maladmin- 
istrators at James Bay in vain. They 
are plunging recklessly on in their mad 
career, and seemingly enjoy the 
commotion and dust they raise. 
Crabs turn red with satisfaction if 
treated to a hot bath by the cook ; and 
a naturalist has remarked that when 
eels become accustomed to skinning 
they like it. Public opinion has done 
its utmost to induce the Government 
to realize their position, and has failed, 
The culprits are therefore consigned to 
the tender mercies of the House, whoso 
commands they have disregarded and 
whose laws they have outraged. 



Our San Francisco Letter. 

San Francisco, July 28th, 1879. 

The coming elections in September 
next are the only subjects which ap- 
pear to occupy the public mind, for on 
their result depends the carrying ©ut 
of the new Constitution in its integrity 
or otherwise. These elections involve 
tho choice of a Governor and Legis- 
lature, and the whole body of the 
judiciary. As you are perhaps aware, 
we have here three parties in the field 
struggling for pre-eminence, viz, the 
Republican, the new Constitution party 
and tho Workingmen's party under 
Denis Kearney. The two latter at one 
time formed one party under the com- 
mon name of the Workingmen's party, 
but after the new Constitution was ac- 
cepted by the people a division in the 
party took pluco and now each division 
is a" sworn foo to the other. The 
extreme measures. upheld by Kearney 
and his followers weie distasteful to 
tho more intelligent members of the 
party, and indeed were acknowledged 
to bo impracticable; but rather than 
fuse with tho two leading political 
parties, tho dissentients formed them- 
selves into a new combination under 
tho name of the New Constitution 
party. They assert that thoy have 
taken up this position on wholly non- 
partizan grounds, and in opposition to 
both Republicans and Democrats as 
such, with the object of carrying out 
the Constitution in its entirety. It is 
necessary to make these preliminary 
observations to enable your readers to 
understand the political position of 
each party properly. The Republicans, 
with whom is a large sprinkling of 
Democrats, arc as a rule opposed to 
the new Constitution, as it cuts against 
their well known support of monopolies 
and other institutions which have 
worked much harm to the country. 
They also, in common with the Demo- 
crats, go in for office and for support- 
ing those that already are in office. 
The election of a Legislature which 
has to interpret the new Constitution 
and which has to make laws by which 
the new Constitution can be carried 
out, is now the most important con- 
sideration to all parties concerned. 
Tho Democrats hare, as is seen, joined 
either the Republicans or tho new 
Constitution party, but principally the 
last named, who have nominated a 
man of strong Democratic principles for 
governor. Respecting tho Working- 
men's party it may be said that they 
are in the minority; their leader, Kear- 
ney, is rapidly falling into that ob- 
security winch he has so well merited. 
To an uninterested spectator, like uiy- 
.,elf, of these political squabbles, it is 
very obvious that if the first named 
party (the Republicans) carry the State 
in September next, the provisions of 
tho new Constitution will be consider- 
ably modified and many of them will 
be set aside entirely, or as far as a 
Legislature acting under tho dictates 
of that party can possibly do so by 
the enactment of laws which will 
nullify them. The new Constitution 
party, it is feared, will be strict in en- 
forcing those clauses that are generally 
admitted to be objectionable. The Re- 
publicans, true to their principles, 
have nominated as governor Mr. Per- 
kins, a member of the firm of Goodall 
k Perkins, large steamship owners. 
Goodall, the leader of the firm, is an 
Englishman who first came here from 
Australia — Sydney, I believe — and 
Perkins himself, who is an American, 
is entirely a Belf-made man, having 
raised himself from being a cabin boy 
in the first instance to the position of 
a small storekeeper in tho interior and 
from that to a partnership in tho firm 
above mentioned. This firm is a great 
monopoly itself, and it is in league 
with other monopolies. A short time 
since, when the Great Republic was 
running to Oregon, the steamship rates 
of passage were down to $2 per head, 
but tho moment that vessel was wreck- 
ed the monopoly raised the rates to 
$10, so that a representative of such a 
monopoly for governor would hardly 
seem suitable to a people which had 
just accepted the new Constitution by 
a large majority. The governor elect 
of the new Constitution party is a Dr. 
Glenn, a man of a very different stamp. 
He farms 50,000 acres of his own 
land, besides holding large possessing 
in various parts of the State in which 
he has been a respected resident for 
many years. The fact that he is a large 
landowner, and supports the new-organic 
law which is so severe against '-land- 
grabbers" is accounted for by his hav- 
ing cultivated or utilized his extensive 
possessions and therefore can affbrd to 
pay taxes on them. But this is not so 
with other land-holders, who have 
greedily got hold of every acre they 
could by fair or by foul means and then 
left them untouched and unimproved, 
to the exclusion of all settlers. Hither- 
to the tax on such unproductive land 
has been a mere trifle and has brought 
but little revenue into the State coffers, 
but henceforth it will bo different, as 
such land will be taxed at the same 
rate as cultivated land of the same 
quality in other parts of the State. 
Many provisions of the new Constitu- 
tion are excellent and if carried out in 
their integrity will do much good to 
a people who have sat quietly under 
abuses that would never have been tol 
erated by a British community. As 
the dollar, however, is the lord para- 
mount in this country, I fear that its 
influence will even yet be felt in tin 
Legislature which is about to be elccten 
to carry out the new order of things, 
and in that case we should be left in 
much the same condition as heretofore, 
although I must say the people are ni 
length thoroughly aroused and will no 
tamely be imposed upon again. 

The sailing of the Jeannette for tti< 
Arctic regions a few days since was 
subject of not only local but of national 
interest. She had been detained bt 
yond her time by the promise of a con 
voy as far as Bearing's Straits; but th 
Navy Department at the last momen 
stated that no ship of war was avail 
able for the purpose, so the Jeannette, 



deeply laden, and moving slowly 
through the water, took her way 
through the Golden Gate, Fort Point 
only giving a salute of ten guns as she 
passed, the other forts, Alcatraz and 
Black Point, not iecognizing her salute 
as she went by them. Your readers 
will, of course, by this time, have he- 
come acquainted with the published 
account of the intention of this scienti- 
fic expedition, and I will, therefore, 
only mention that the Jeannette was 
the old Pandora, not unknown to fame 
from her former unsuccessful voyages 
to tho Arctic regions; that she is a 
steamer of about 400 tons burden and 
SO horse power nominal, having a crew 
of 25 sailors forward and five officers 
and scientific men aft. In regard to 
this expedition it must be homo in 
mind that it is a far more dangerous 
one than any other that has been car- 
ried out on the Atlantic side, for this 
reason, that if wrecked or crushed by 
the ice they could not, like the explor- 
ers from the other side, land on the 
coast of Greenland and getting on the 
ice float south towards relief. All such 
chance would be denied them if an ac- 
cident destroyed the Jeannette. 

Tho Utah Northern Railroad, now 
termed the Northern Pacific, has fallen 
under the control of Jay Could, and is 
now completed to Camp Landers, 225 
miles northward from Ogden. It is to 
be extended to Portland. The Utah 
Southern railroad will also be pushed 
on to tho Colorado river. The Denver 
narrow gauge is also stretching out to- 
wards Arizona. When the Southern 
Pacific Railroad and the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fc roads meet they 
will effectually open up Arizona, east 
and west, and the three great cities of 
San Francisco, St. Louis and Chicago 
will be competitors for the vast trade 
which will be developed in the States 
and Territories through which these 
various lines run. 

As a sample of the worthlessness of 
the police force in this city I may 
mention an incident which cccurred the 
other night at the Mechanics' Pavillion 
where the great pedestrian match is 
being carried on. The manager was 
assaulted by two roughs, well armed 
and assisted by others, who knocked 
him down, kicked him and beat him 
until they had nearly killed him. His 
assistants stood by without attempting 
to aid him, and several policemen who 
were witnesses of the murderous ftKsault 
did nothing to prevent it, There were 
30 or -10 police on the premises, hut no 
arrests were made, and yet these fol- 
lows are ever-ready to pounce on an 
offending Chinese or on some unfortu- 
nate woman who will not or cannot 
pay blnck mail to them.

A deal of snobbery has been mani- 
fested by the callers at Chiselhurst, but 
perhaps the worst instance of bad taste 
was that chronicled in the London 
Daily Nevis thus: — " In the afternoon 
a considerable addition was made in 
the entries in the book by a gentle- 
man inserting the names of one hun- 
dred and two members of the Houso of 
Commons." If an agent is to he ap- 
pointed to inscribe names in the book, 
and we can do our condolence by proxy 
the whole thing becomes a preposterous 
farce. So thinks the London World. 

The London World considers that 
Chief Justice Cockburn has amply 
avenged himself. Lord Cairns, for rea- 
sons satisfactory to himself, did not put 
on the Criminal Code Commission the 
head of tho criminal law, and the most 
capable man in the country for the 
purpose. So the Chief Justice has 
penned one of his terrible letters, not 
to the Chancellor, but to " Dear Mr. 
Attorney General.'' Sir Alexander 
"sees in the present Bill every en- 
couragement to persevere in the at- 
tempt to codify the criminal law." This 
is an admirably mixed dose of sugar 
and vitriol, and the Bill is damned. 

Thh conundrum tournament is the 
newest fashionable game at the west 
end of London. A beauty of photo- 
graph ic celebrity bore away the bell 
the other night by a rather neat inter- 
rogatory, to wit: — " Who made the 
first egg-stand 1 The answer, which 
puzzled the guessing circle was simple 
nevertheless — Christopher Columbus. 

The London correspondent of the 
Cork Examiner writes: "It has been 
ascertained that the body found under 
the viaduct of the Metropolitan rail- 
way at College street, Camden Town, 
in January last, was that of Pierce 
Nagle, the Fenian informer. The 
Scotland yard authorities have in their 
possession several documents found 
upon the body which leave no doubt of 
its identity. The statement that Nagle 
was battered to death with an iron bar 
is totally wrong. A large cheese knife, 
such as grocers use, had been run 
through his heart, and upon the point, 
which penetrated several inches beyond 
the back, was fixed a paper containing 
his name, and the information that his 
life had been taken as the penalty of 
the suffering his treachery and per- 
juries had caused. Three arrests were 
made at the time, but not a olua was 
obtained, and the prisoners were dis- 
charged. A watch, gold guard, and 
several pounds in money were found on 
the body.

Grafting Teeth. — Two French den- 
tists, MM. David and Magitot, have 
reported to the academy some hopeful 
results in the practice of dental grafting. 
Two principal forms of such grafting 
are distinguished, the graft by restitu- 
tion and tho graft by borrowing. In 
the former the tooth is relimplated, af- 
ter having been extracted with a view 
to certain operations which would bo 
impracticable in the mouth. M. David 
has adopted this method for rectifying 
tho direction of teeth, for the treatment 
of caries in the extracted tooth and per- 
iostitis, and for stopping, also, or facil- 
itating operations on another tooth or 
in another part of the mouth. Tho con- 
solidation of the tooth restored to its soc- 
ket occurs generally on the tenth or 
twelfth day. In cases of periostitis the 
process is somewhat slower. In tho 
graft, by borrowing, a sound tooth may 
be substituted for a decayed one. As 
regards transplantation from the lower 
animals, of course no zoological species 
has hitherto furnished teeth similar to 
ours in form, dimension, color, etc. Still, 
sound roots from a lower animals may 
be substituted for bad ones, and may 
serve as a solid base for pivoted arti- 
ficial teeth. The transplantation from 
one human being to another would gen- 
erally involve objectionable mutilation. 
But sound teeth may be utilized for the 
graft when their extraction has become 
otherwise necessary. A tooth may be 
transposed from one part of the mouth 
to another. Practicing the dental graft 
by restitution, M. Magi tot has operated 
in G2 cases, and 57 of have been decided 
cures. 

Mr, L., a member of the Northern 
Circuit, well known for his joking pro- 
pensities, was, after much persuasion, 
induced to join the Inns of Court 
Volunteers. While drilling one day 
with tho "Devil's Own," says Truth, 
the order was given to "double." When

Marine. — Tito German bark Louiso, 
lumber laden for Iquiqui, proceeded to 
sea under sail yesterday morning. . . .Tho 
steamer Woods ido arrived here yestor 
day afternoon from Sooko. She reports 
that the British ship Beecherdass Arabia- 
dass, stranded near Pachena Day, is rap- 
idly settling and that on Friday last her 
stern was 5 feet under water. Tho steam- 
er Beaver is expected to arrived from the 
locality of the wreck this morning. . . .The 
steamer Woodsida left here last night at 
7 o'cloek for Port San Juan, having a 
schooner in tow, with tho intention of 
saving wreckago from the American bark 
Gem of tho Ocean. The steamer Alexan- 
der left for the sruno vicinity two hours 
later with R. Kinlayson, Esq., Lloyd's 
agent, on board. 

LATER. 

Tho remainder of the crow of tho wreck- 
ed ship Beecherdass Ambiadass arrived 
hero at half past 8 o'clock last evening in 
one of the vessel's boats. They report 
that they left the wreck on Monday 
morning at six o'clock. Everything was 
under water at high tide except the gal- 
lant forecastle. The mainmast, the miz- 
zentop-mast and fore topgallant-mast were 
gone, the water makes a clean breach over 
her at high tide and she is breaking up 
rapidly. The steamer Beaver anchored 
about a mile to tho southwest of tho 
wreck at 8 o'clock on Sunday morning 
with tho schooner Anna Beck in tow. 
During the day the wreckers were employed 
saving capstans, chains, anchors, etc. On 
the way here tho men called in at tho 
spot where tho bark Gem of tho Ocean is 
stranded and slept on board tho vessel 
on Monday night. She lies on a smooth 
bottom 40 miles from this port, had made 
no water Up to yesterday morning and 
everything was standing with sails bent. 
No steamer had then come to hor as- 
sistance. The chief officer and five men 
are in charge. 

Fhom Acapulco. — The ship Occidental 
(1533) Captain Dumphy, 47 days from 
Callao, arrived in Royal Roads yesterday 
morning' and will bo towed to Nanaimo 
to-inorrow by the steamer Alexander, 
thore to receivo a cargo of V. C. Co. 's 
coal for San Francisco. Capt. Dunphy 
reports that H. M. S. Triumph arrived 
at Acapulco about the middle of Juno 
laat and having taken on board a supply 
of coal sailed for Callao. The U. S. S. 
Tuscorora had also called in and left for 
San Francisco with the intention of mak- 
ing off-shore soundings on the voyage up. 
The ship Indiana, with a cargo of coal 
from Liverpool, was due at the date of 
the Occidental's departure and the ship 
Reaper, with coal from Cardiff, was ex- 
pected to arrive about September 1st. 
Tho Indiana would proceed from Acapulco 
to this port. Captain Dunphy states 
that the affairs of the surrounding coun- 
try >vere in an unsettled state and that 
a riot between opposing political parties 
was impending. During a portion of 
Monday last tho Occidental sailed in 
company with tho bark Videtto and ship 
Alaska bound for Pugot Sound ports. 

A British Columbia Mission.— Mr. 
James G. Swan writes as follows of the 
Mission at Metlakatlah, on tho coast of 
British Columbia :—" In May, 1800, Mr. 
Duncan, finding tho locality of tho post 
at Fort Simpson unsuited to his purpose, 
removed to his present place at Metlakat- 
lah, some 20 miles south, where he estab- 
lsshed a town. Here, acting in turns as 
minister, schoolmaster, physician, build- 
er, arbitrator, magistrate, trader and 
teacher of various mechanic arts, he has 
labored so successfully that they now own 
a schooner trading regularly to Victoria ; 
they have a joint stock trading house, a 
aoap manufactory, blacksmith shop, saw- 
mill, an octagon-shaped schoolhouse, 
which cost nearly ?4000, a building 0!) by 
30 feet, used as a courthouse, for public 
meetings, and to accommodate strangers, 
a mission house 64 by 112 feet, containing 
seven apartments on the ground floor, a 
spacious dormitory above and outbuild- 
ings. Also a church, a woolen factory, 
where they weave blankets and common 
flannel on a machine supplied them by 
tljp proprietor's of thy Mission mills at 
San Francisco, a rope and twino factory, 
a farmery, a boot and shoo factory, and a 
variety of other useful things impossible 
for me hero to particularize."

Russell vs. Huntington — 

This was an action to recover SO. 50 for 
the use of plaintiffs carriago .on the day 
of the late election of Sir John A. Mao- 
donald and Mr. DeCosmos. 

Mr. Mills appeared for the plaintiff, 
who deposed: On tho day in question 
Huntington camo to me and said ho 
wanted my carriage to go to Cedar Hill to 
bring in voters ; he said ho would send 
out R. Tolmie with mo and put me under 
his instructions; went to Cedar Hill to a 
house beyond Tod's farm, thence wo went 
to the Richmond, having taken up the 
school teacher who was in time to vote ; 
after voting brought them into town ; was 
employed about .'5 hours and consider 
$6. 50 a reasonable claim. 

R. F. Tolmie deposed that he mot de- 
fendant on election day ; witness told him 
he could get two electors if he had a car- 
riago to go for them ; defendant directed 
witness to plaintiffs carriage and told him 
to jump in ; witness did not expect to 
have to pay as he was to go for voters ; 
defendant did not say he was acting as 
agent either for DeCosmos or Sir John. 

T. J. Burnes deposed that in company 
with the defendant and \V. Keohan the 
day before fhe election he went to Fran- 
cis' stables and asked to engage all his car- 
riages for Sir John A. Macdonald and Mr. 
DeCosmos. Francis said he was engaged 
and they then went to Russell's stables, 
and witness told Russell that he wanted 
his carriage for the election day. Russell 
asked what he would get and who would 
pay him. Witness replied that the Com- 
mittee had no power to pay him one 
cent. Russell said he would bo ready at 
8 o'clock the following morning and tako 
his chances with other hacknten. The 
plaintiff has applied to Dr. Ash, tho Presi- 
dent of the DeCosmos election committee, 
for settlement of the claim lie now makes. 
He also went to Mr. Long, Secretary of 
the Committee, for payment, and ho has 
annoyed me and other members of the 
Committee about the matter. Dr. Ash 
told him he could not pay him ; Mr. Long 
told him the same and so did Mr. DeCos- 
mos. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mills - 1 was one 
of tho vice-presidents of the Committee 
and tried to get all tho carriages I could 
for the use of my friends; wo were all 
very particularly instructed to say that the 
haekmen would not get one cent for their 
vehicles. When I went to Francis for all 
his carriages I told him he would not get 
ono cent for them. I gave Mr. Hunting- 
ton no authority to take Mr. Tolmie out 
in the plaintiffs carriage. Tho day we 
were to have plaintiffs carriage for no- 
thing was the election day - -not the day 
before. I supposo Huntington took the 
carriage from Russell on his own respon- 
sibility. 

J. Huntington deposed that on the 
morning before the olection he was com- 
ing down Trounce Alley and met Mr. 
Eli Harrison, jr., and Mr. Burnes speak- 
ing together. They were talking about 
the different livery stables being hired for j 
the election. Witness and Burnes went | 
to Francis' stables to engage his carriages ; j 
Francis stated he was engaged for Mr. j 
Davies; then went to Russell's stable and | 
Burnes asked Russell if lie was engaged 
for the election da}'. Ho said "no," and 
Burnes then said "we want you to place j 
your carriage at the disposal of Sir i 
John A.'s and Mr. DeCosmos' Com- i 
mittee." Russell said "all right, but who i 
is going to pay me?" Burnes replied, 
"you won't get a cent — not a red cent. " Puis- 
sell said, "very well, I'll bo down there 
on the Btand and you'll know where to 
find me." 

Cross-examined- I naturally supposed 
from what Russell said that he was at tho j 
disposal of any member of tho Committee 
as he said he had been engaged for that 
purpose. I will swear Burnes told him 
the day before he would not get a red 
cent. Ho did not state that he wanted 
§15 for the day ; he said, before Burnes 
told him ho would not get a cent, that ho 
wanted ''$20 for his day's work." Russell 
naturally supposed he would get paid for 
the use of his carriage. 1 should think so 
unless he wanted to work for patriotism. I 
On the clay of the election 1 told Mr. 
Tolmie to jump into the carriage; I im- 
agined 1 had that right being a member 
of the Committee. 

J. Russell, recalled • 1 positively swear 
that tho day previous to the election 
neither Burnes nor Huntington said a j 
solitary word to mo about the carriage ; j 
either on the Saturday or Friday pre- j 
vious Burnes came into my stable; Hunt- 
ingdon was at the entrance of the stable ; 
Burnes said ho wanted my carriage on 
election day for election purposes; lie said 
that the law would not allow them to pay 
for it hut that I would get my money in 
some way ; I told him if he wanted my ; 
carriage there wero many ways of paying j 
me and th,at if my carriage went 1 would ! 
have to find §15 in the carriage or some j 
other way before the election and if I did 
my carriage would be there. 

His Honor chocked the witness and 
said that his ovidenco might disclose an 
attempt at conspiracy to defeat the ends j 
of justice. His Honor had no doubt 
tho witness was speaking the truth but if j 
ho continued his narrative he might have 
to take the consequences of appearing in 
the Police Court. 

The witness said that he did not wish; 
to render himself liable to anything of j 
that nature. Ho had simply told the ; 
truth and would leave himself in tho 
hands of the Court.

Oollogiato School Midsvimmor Exam- 
ination. 

On Friday last the pupils of the Col- 
legiate School, together with their parents 
and friends, assembled at tho school- 
houso to hear the reports of tho different 
examiners on the various branches of 
study, and the general result of tho ex- 
amination, as also to witness some ele- 
mentary gymnastic exercises. Tho pro- 
ceedings commenced with a short clerical 
service in the school chapel at half-past 
2 p.m., during which tho Vory Rev. tho 
Dean addressed tho pupils, inculcating 
strongly tho essential principles of hon- 
esty, sobriety and truth, without which 
not only is it impossible to secure exter- 
nal happiness, but also the advantages 
which learning will with these procure for 
us. After Divine service all adjourned to 
the lower school-room, which had been 
beautifully decorated with flowers. Tho 
Dean presided, having on his right hand 
the Chief Justice Sir Matthew B. Begbie 
and W. C. Ward, and on his left Hon. 
Senator Macdonald, the Rev. the Princi- 
pal ami his assistant masters Mr. Offer- 
haus and Mr. Shildrick. The President 
then called upon tho rev. the Principal to 
read tho report. Tho reports on Scripture 
ami English of the Very Rev. the Dean, 
who had undertaken the examination of 
the upper forms on these subjects, wero 
read and the Principal took that oppor- 
tunity of thanking very cordially that 
gentleman for his kind assistance. Tho 
Scripture papers of Maeholl in the 5th 
form and Johnson in the 4th form wore 
specially commended in the report and 
the English grammar papers of Loowen, 
major, Loowen, minor, and Ward, 
minor. Mr. McCreight presented a re- 
port on the classical papers in which the 
names of Maeholl, Harvey, major, and 
Powell were particularly mentioned for 
commendation. Mr. Maclaughlin, Princi- 
pal of the High School, who examined in 
mathematics, said in his report that con- 
sidering the short time since the organiza- 
tion of the school he considered tho 
answering in mathematics very satisfac- 
tory. The mathematical papers of Loowen, 
major, anil of Langley wero especially 
commended. The rapid progress made in 
French under the able tuition of Mr. 
Offerhaus was noticed by tho Principal, 
who took that occasion to thank that 
gentleman, as also Mi-. Shildrick for their 
very earnest labors in tho school. The 
rev. the Principal then proceeded to give 
the results of tho examination on the 
other subjects r.ud concluded by remark- 
ing that a committee of advice had been 
formed amongst tho parents of the boys, 
by which rules Jiad been drawn up for tho 
management of the school in certain mat- 
ters. Tho rev. gentleman further ex- 
pressed himself as fond of the boys under 
his charge, who wero as nice a set of little 
fellows as could lie found anywhere, and 
he hoped that they would bo animated 
by an esprit tin corps, which would lead 
them to he wholesome examples for good.

Buildings within certain Fire Lxmih 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tne City hounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort streot, on the East by 
Broad street and on the West by the 
Water Frontago be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall he limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outsido 
Walla and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stono or other incombustiblo material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walla 

I shall also extend to same height above 
! Wall Plato of Hoof. Roofs shall be cov- 
I orcd with such material as will afford pro- 
j taction against Fiie and the Walls snail 
' be so constructed as to separato all Wood.
